Applicants respectfully request a one-month extension of time 
in which to respond to the office action mailed on February 6, 2003, for 
which a one-month response period expiring on March 6, 2003 wa: ; set.

In response to the recrement for restriction mailed on 
February 6, 2003, AppUcants elect, wiith traverse, claims 1-9 (Ls,, Group I) 
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for further prosecution on the merife. However, it is respectful submitted 
that the restriction requirement should be withdrawn for the following 

reasons. 

In support of the requirement, the Office Action stales that the 
inventions of Groups I and II are* distinct from each other. However 
restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 can be made only if two inventions are 
bojh independent and distinct. "Independent", as defined in the: MPEP (for 
purposes of restriction practice) 'means that "there is no disclosed 
relationship between the two or mo*e subjects disclosed, that i s, they are 
unconnected in design, operation orL te ffect » (emphasis added). MPEP 
§ 802.01. It is submitted that the Inventions of Groups I andUI are not 
independent because the method oil claims 10-14 is specially adapted to 
make the fusible embroidery liner oftblaims 1-9. Indeed, claims 10-14 are 
ultimately dependent from claim 1. 

In addition, examination^ the claims of Group I (cairns 1-9) 
would involve searching all of the Patent and Trademark Office classes and 
subclasses in which the claims ofGromp II (claims 10-14) are also Ossified 
Therefore, the same patentability search would embrace both tae fusible 
embroxdery liner and its method of manufacture. Actual*, the cltims bear 
such relation to one another as to bri*.g them within the bounds of a single 
invention. 

For the preceding reason** the restriction requiremen: between 
the claims of Group I and the claims dtf Group II should be withdmwn.
